As from 
April 1, 104t, further regulations 
voverning: the Adultered Food tnd 
Drugs Ordinance will come Into 

“operation, cited as "The Preseeva- 
tives in Food Reulations.” An un- 
nouncement to this effect is made in 
the Government Gazette, ‘The pro- 
posed reyulutions provide as follows: 


The word “Preservative” docs not 
Include common sanlt (sodlum ‘chto- 
ride), ralipetre (sodium or potassium 
nitrate), sugars, tactile acid, acetic 
acld or vinegar, glycerine, ‘alcohol. or 
potable spirits, herbs, bop extract, 
splees ond essential oils used for 


w flavouring: purposes, or any substance 


added to food by’ the process of 
curing known os smoking. 


No person shall Import, marmufac- 
ture for wale or sel! any article of 
food which contains the ‘colouring 
mutters of the compounds of any of 
the following metals: Antimony, 
Arsenic, Cadmium, Chromium, Cop- 
Lend’ and, Zinc. 

Colouring matters which also may 

not’be. added to articles of food In- 

clude Gamboge (vepetabie colouring 

‘matter),; and Plerle acid, Victorian 
Yellow, Manchester Yellow, Auran- 
tin and Aurine (coul tar colours).

Preservatives In Food, 
April 1, 1941, further 
governing the Adultered Food and 
‘Drugs Ordinance will come into 
operation, cited. an “The Preserva- 
tives In Food Remulations.” At an- 
nouncement to this effect fs made Jn. 
the Government Gazette, The pro- 
posed relations provide an follows: 


The word “Preservative” coes not 
Inchude common salt) (sodium = chlo- 
ride), saltpetre (sodium or potassium 
Nitrate), sugars, lactié acid, acetic 
acid or vinerar, glycerine, alcohol or 
potable spirits, herbs, hop extract, 
splees and essential ols, used for 
favouring purposes, or any substance 
ndded to food by the process of 
curing, known ax smoking, 


No person shall import, manufac- 
ture for sale or sell any article of 
food which contains the colouring 
matters of the compounds of any of 
the following metals: Antimony; 
Arsenic, Cadmium, Chromium, Cop- 
per, Mercury, Lead and Zinc. , 
Colouring, matters which also may 
not be nodded to articles of food in- 
clude .Gambore (vegetable colouring: 
matter), and = Picric acid,’ Victoria 
Yellow, Manchester Yellow, Auran- 
tia and Aurine (coal tar colours). 


However, the provisions ‘of this 
regulation do not apply to the addi- 
tion of sodium or potassium nitrate 
in bacon, ham and cooked pickled 
meat, 


For the safeguard of cream, .no 
person will be able to sell this com- 
modity if It contains any thickenInj: 
substance, which means sucrite of 
lime, gelatine, starch’ paste or any 
other substance which when added to 
cream {3 capable of incrensing Its 
viscosity but docs not include cune or 
beet sugar. 


Articles of food which may con- 
tain Sulphur Dioxide or Benzoic 
acid, both. preservatives, are speci- 
fled, with the maximum of preserva- 
tive permilted In each case.

Denth of Dr Woo Tin-po, One of the 
Colony's oldest Chinere doctors, Dr 
Woo Tin-po passed away on Tuextay 
after a nhort fllness nt the age of 63 
years, The late Dr Woo was a medicn) 
student in the Hongkong School of 
Medicine and was one of the first batch 
of research students to be sent abroad 
by the late Dr Sun Yat-sen after the 
establishment of the First Republican 
Government In 1912. 


Obtaining his M.B. and Ch. B. 
grees from the Edinburgh Unive 
In 1935, Dr Woo served with the Britis 
Government during the Jast War as 
Medical Olicer in the General Post 
OMce and in the various .militnry 
hospitals’ until the Armistice, 

Returning to Hongkong Dr Woo 
He eventual- 
ly ‘received recounition of his war 
services when the Hongkong Gov. 
ernment appointed him a Member of 
the Medical Board. He jan the first 
Chinese doctor so honoured, + 

Dr Woo's connection with St John 
Ambulance Brigade dated back to the 
days when he was a medical oMcer tn 
England and Jasted until his death, 
jid"was actually one of the first Chinese 
Corps Surgeons ever appointed by the 
Hendquarters jn London. His other 
activities were numerous; he wan Pre. 
sident of the local Chinese Y.MUGA,, 
Chairman of the Tung Kun Guild af 
Commerce, President of the Chinese 
Merlical Association, and Wonorary 
Superintendent of the Tung Kun Hospi- 
fal, among ether things.
